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BAYONNE TRANSIT MEETING 


On the seventh of July the Commissioner and associates met at the 
Industrial YMCA in Bayonne with officials and prominent businessmen 
of the Bayonne area for a full discussion of the effects of our 


transit plan in that area, 


The meeting was very satisfactory and throughout its duration was 
conducted on a completely friendly basis. It was agreed at the 
session that additional meetings would be held before any final 


decisions are arrived at. 
AUTO MECHANIC TRAINING 


This year the Department's auto fleet includes several Plymouths 


and Dodges for the first time. 


In order that our mechanics, as well as the mechanics of other 
agencies in similar circumstances could be briefed on the maintenance 
and repair of these Chrysler products, a three-day training course 


was conducted in our Fernwood service station this month. 


Included in those who received the training were ten of this De~ 
partment's mechanics, four from the Department of Institutions and 
Agencies, one from the Department of Defense, four from the State 
Police and one from the Department of Agriculture. The course 


included lectures by three representatives of Chrysler Motors as

well as the showing of several training films. Miscellaneous 


training scripts and binders were also distributed. 


This type of training course we consider very important to our 
operations. As changes in engine design occur and new equipment 
of different manufacture is received, the training course method 
is far superior to trial and error that would otherwise take 


place, 
TWO-WAY RADIO 


Installation of 15 two-way radio units was made this month in 

cars used daily by inspectors with our State Aid Projects Division. 
Primary purpose of the installations is to provide a means for 
practically immediate contact with key inspectors who cover many 

of the small projects throughout the state and are seldom accessible 


at any one location. 


Use of two-way radio mobile units by the Department was initiated 
in mid-1956. At that time the system comprised 170 mobile units 


and six base stations. 


Over the four year period we have boosted the number of mobile 
units to 237 and now have ten base stations. The coverage is 
statewide, around the clock, seven days a week and we are tied in 
with Civil Defense so that our facilities are available in any 


emergency

SCHEDULED DRAW SPAN OPENINGS 


On July 1 the Department, for the first time in its history, 


inaugurated a system of limited draw span openings. 


Aimed at alleviating the conflict between auto and boat traffic 
in the vicinity of Belmar, the action was taken as the result of 
the growing frequency of bridge openings required in order to 


handle Shark River boat traffic. 


Approved by the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers, the new schedule of 
restricted openings will be in effect from May 15 to September 30 
inclusive until revised. During this period the bridges will 
open on signal only at half hourly intervals on the hour and 
half hour between 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. on Saturdays, Sundays, 
Memorial Day, Independence Day and Labor Day. On week days 
during the May 15=-September 30 period the limited openings will 


be in effect between p.m. and 7 p.m. 


Results thus far indicate an appreciable decrease in the stoppage 
of highway traffic. A comparison of the first week in July of 
last year, including the Independence Day weekend, with the same 
period this year shows 50 less openings were required in the seven- 
day period. Last year's total openings for the week were 195, this 


year only 15 were required. 


The new schedule represents a compromise in the convenience of 


boatsmen and auto drivers. As a result, although the automobiles 
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SCHEDULED DRAW SPAN OPENINGS, continued 


are better accommodated, the boatsmen have registered objections 
on the grounds that there is a new element of dangen, injected 
into their operations by reason of groups of boats having to stand 


by in fast tidal waters to await the next bridge opening. 


We will, of course, watch the situation as it develops and make 
or recommend to the Corps of Engineers whatever modifications we 


feel might be justified. 
ROUTE 1 HIGHWAY LIGHTING 


Replacement of underground ducts that serve overhead highway 
lighting units on the Route 1 dual-dual sections between Elizabeth 


and Newark is now underway. 


The old system in use for the past 18 years was of such a nature 
that automotive damage to a single lighting unit would cause the 
entire area to be blacked out. The new underground installations 
will permit a complete rewiring that will eliminate this con~ 


dition in the future. 
PUBLIC HEARINGS 


Route 2), Freeway - A public hearing on the proposed alignment of 
the new Route 2) Freeway in Union County drew several hundred persons 
when it was held June 1) at the Millburn Junion High School. A 
similar hearing covering 12.8 miles of the Route north and west 


of Union County was held May 5. 
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PUBLIC HEARINGS, continued 


Principal objections voiced at the hearing centered around the 
proposed interchange with Interstate Route 78 at Springfield. 
This municipality feels that it would suffer a high loss in 
ratables and would be subjected to "aesthetic deterioration" 


as the result of the proposed construction. 


Interstate Route 287 (202) - The long awaited public hearing on 
alignment of Interstate Route 287 through the Morristown area 

was held on June 28 at the Fairleigh Dickinson University in 
Madison. Approximately 13 hours were required to conclude the 
hearing, at which the Department presented its preferred alignment 


and two alternates before the 500 persons who attended. 


The hearing followed the familiar pattern with municipalities that 
would be affected by a given alignment setting forth their objections 
to that alignment and recommending that an alternate alignment that 
would have little or no affect on them be adopted. The sum result 
was that the townships of Harding, Morris, and Hanover favored the 
Department's preferred alignment with Morristown expending its 


efforts to have the route follow either of the alternates. 


The hearing did do much to clear the air concerning the proposed 
alignment's relationship to historic Washington Headquarters. Many 
of those attending were astounded to find that despite all of the 


hue and cry that had been raised concerning the highway's effect 
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PUBLIC HEARINGS , continued 


on the site, (this ranged from predicted "total destruction" to 
"irreparable aesthetic damage') the Department did not propose 
to occupy any of the ground and would in effect put the historic 


site "on the map", 


In order to assure that all interested parties would have an 
opportunity to put themselves on the record, the "hearing file" 
will be held open for 5 days from June 28th before forwarding 


it to the Bureau of Public Roads. 


Route 69-202 Dualization - The Department held a public hearing 
June 30 at the Hunterdon Central High School in Flemington on 
its proposal for dualizing and realigning portions of Route U.S. 
202 between Ringoes and Flemington. Approximately 175 people 
attended the hearing, most of them interested in ascertaining 


the direct effect on their individual properties, 


The Department's proposal consists of dualizing the ].3 mile 

section immediately south of the Flemington circle and completely 
relocating approximately 2.3 miles in the vicinity of Ringoes. 

There were no strenuous objections to the plan, which is part 

of the Department's overall program for increasing the capacity 

and safety of Route 202 from its point of entry into New Jersey 

at Lambertville and the point in Somerset County north of Somerville 


where it will join Interstate Route 287.

Interstate Route 78 = Late in June we announced the scheduling 

of our public hearing on the alignment of Interstate Route 78 from 
the Springfield-Union line easterly to the New Jersey Turnpike 

at Newark Airport. The hearing will be held at the Mosque Theatre 
on Broad Street, Newark, in order to accommodate the large numbers 
that may turn out to view our proposals re this controversial 
section of new Interstate freeway that will replace Route 22 ag 


the main east-west artery between the Holland Tunnel and Phillipsburg. 


The hearing will cover a 74 mile stretch of the freeway and involve 
portions of Union, Maplewood and Hillside in Union County and Irvington 
and Newark in Essex County. A single alignment proposal will be shown 
through Newark east of Shaw Avenue, but several proposals and a 

locally advanced alternate will be outlined for the Irvington, Hillside, 


Maplewood and Union areas. 


The Department related the alignments that will be presented at the 
hearing to the mayors of the affected municipalities at a meeting 
here late last March. At that time a full description was given 
in the hope that the municipalities could settle on an alignment 
that was mutually agreeable before the time of the public hearing. 


Thus far it does not appear that such will be the case. 


CONSTRUCTION 


Route 95 = The bids on the first sizable contract involved in the 


construction of Interstate Route 95 in the vicinity of the George 
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CONSTRUCTION, continued 


Washington Bridge were received by the Department on July 7. 

This contract called for installation of four million feet of 
sand drains to stabilize a one mile stretch of meadow area in 

the vicinity of Overpeck Creek. The lowest of three bids 

accepted by the Department was submitted by George M. Brewster 
and Son of Bogota and totaled $6,802,786. Because this figure 

was considerably higher than the engineer's estimate, the contract 


has not been awarded and is now in the process of being re~advertised. 


A smaller contract, for the removal of 1.3 million cubic yards 

of unsuitable material from a former sanitary land fill area near | 
Teaneck Road, was also bid on. Lowest of the four bids received 
on this project was $837,000 and we expect to award this contract 


to the low bidder, American Dredging Company shortly. 


Routes 1, 9 and 6 = The safety of 2.2 miles of combined Routes 1, 
9 and 46 in Bergen County will shortly be increased by resurfacing 


and construction of a concrete center barrier. 


Between the route's crossing of Overpeck Creek in Ridgefield and 
Jones Road in Fort Lee, the existing highway will be covered with 

a three inch layer of highly skid-resistant black top. The existing 
concrete pavement surface has over a period of years of use become 


worn smooth and is dangerously slick when wet. Approximately 
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CONSTRUCTION, continued 


2 miles of 32-inch high concrete center barrier will be included in 
the project. Cost of the work, approximately $213,000, will 


be paid for out of 100 per cent state funds. 


Route 1 - 18 Interchange - The first major portion of our new 
Route 1 and 18 interchange at New Brunwsick was opened for public 
use on June 2 in time for anticipated heavy volumes of weekend 
traffic. The opened roadways and ramps will permit eastbound 
Route 18 traffic headed out of the New Brunswick area to utilize 
the new Route 1 overpass bridge that is located about 00 feet 
south of the old traffic circle. Connecting ramps are provided 
for the shifted traffic to connect with both south and northbound 
Route 1 roadways and also permit northbound Route 1 traffic to make 
connections with eastbound 18 and the New Jersey Turnpike without 
having to enter the area in which construction will be going on 


for several more weeks. 


Completion of the entire $2.7 million project, started in April of 
last year, is expected late this fall. Original target dates had 
to be scrapped when strikes in the steel industry delayed delivery 
of structural members for the two bridges included in the inter- 


change. 


Route 17 = Gentury Road Overpass =- On July 1 the Department opened 
its new Century Road Overpass bridge in Paramus to permit through 


Gentury Road traffic to overpass heavily traveled Route 17. 
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CONSTRUCTION , continued 


Although the complete ramp system has not been opened to traffic 
yet, the portion that was put into use will have a great effect 
in the acceleration of traffic flow in this area and in increasing 
the safety factor for motorists in this area. We expect that 


the full interchange will be in use late next month. 


Cape May Canal Bridge = Accelerated construction activity on the 
approach roadways, as well as the bridge itself, permitted the De-~ 
partment to open the new Route U.S. 9 bridge over the Cape May 


Canal for traffic use in time for the fourth of July weekend. 


The new bridge replaces an old low-level draw span that required 
frequent highway delays during the summer months in order to 
permit passage of boats. The new structure has a 55-foot vertical 
clearance over the canal and is located about 125 feet east of the 
old bridge. Construction of the new bridge and its approaches was 
begun late last June and completion of the project, which includes 


removal of the old span, is expected this fall. 
FOREIGN OBSERVERS 


Four engineers from the governments of three principal states of 
India, are now with the Department observing our methods and 
organization. All carry the title of Executive Engineer and have 
been in the United States for several months as part of the 


International Cooperative Association program. 
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FOREIGN OBSERVERS, continued 


Mr. Renudhusan Sen, of West Bengal, and Mr. G. D. Mathur, of 

Uttar Pradesh, are principally interested in bridge engineering 

and construction, Mr. D. N. Gosh, of West Bengal, and Mr. S. 

B. P. Sinha, of Bihar, are teamed up in observing road construction 


and highway engineering phases. 


In addition to being shown all stages of our activities, both in 
our principal offices and on the job, we have arranged for several 
side trips. These have included a tour of the U.S. Steel Fairless 
Work, the Ford Motor Company assembly plant at Metuchen, and New 


York highway projects within and adjacent to New York City. 


Also, through the courtesy of the Port of New York Authority the 
visitors will be given an overall view of the Metropolitan New 

Jersey and New York area from helicopters and taken on a ground 
inspection tour of the Port Authority's George Washington Bridge 


and Throgs Neck Bridge projects. 


The Department was also visited by Mr. Baki Boro, of the Turkish 
Government's Department of Public Works during the month. Referred 
to us by the State Treasury Department, Mr. Boro's interest was 


in our fiscal operations.

Trenton, June 15 = The firm of Mohawk Constructors Inc., of Linden, submitted 
today the lowest of five bids received by the New Jersey State Highway Department 
for the installation of underground ducts to service highway overhead lighting 
units on the dual-dual section of U.S. 1 in Elizabeth. 

The firms's bid wad %39,880,00. Other bidders were: Lightning Electric 
Service Co., Newark, $0,345.00; Thomas J. Regan & Son, Jersey City, %43,69).00; 
Counties Contracting & Construction Co., Philadelphia, $48,520.00; H. L. Harrrison 
& Son, Inc., Westfield, $107,27h.00. 

All bids will be reviewed by Highway Department engineers before the contract 
is awarded, 

According to a Highway Department spokesman the new ducts and incidental 
underground structures will permit the Department to change the electrical 
power supply system in use for the past 18 years to one that will be less 
expensive to maintain and will cut the number of "out-of-service" periods. 

Under the present system, the spokesman said, damage to above-ground 
electrical fixtures by vehicles often results in entire sections of overhead 
lighting units on the 8-lane highway being put out of service until extensive 
repairs can be made. Under the new system only the damaged individual fixture 
would be blanked out under the same circumstances. 

The bids will include all underground structures and ducts necessary within 
a h,360 foot section of the highway extending from North Avenue northerly to 
the Elizabeth city line. Similar future projects will extend the underground 
installations as far north as the interchange at the junction of Routes 1, 21 


and 22 in Newark.

"LIGHTS ON" TRAFFIC SURVEY 


Trenton, June 20 = A "lights on" traffic survey technique, in which 
motorists approaching from selected directions are asked to turn their head- 
lights on so that observers can trace their course through a survey area, will 
be used tomorrow (June 21) for the first time in this area. 

The survey, to obtain data for future highway planning is being conducted 
jointly by the New Jersey State Highway Department, the New Jersey Turnpike 
Authority and the Port of New York Authority. 

The two-week survey will be made on a mile long section of N.J. Route 3 
between the New Jersey Turnpike and U.S. Route 1 during morning and evening 
rush hours on Tuesday, June 213; Wednesday, June 22; Thursday, June 23, and 
Tuesday, June 28, 

The "lights on" method permits observers to determine origins and 
destinations of vehicles in the survey area without stopping traffic to 
query motorists. Signs and loud speakers will inform motorists when the 
lights should be turned on and off. 

The New York State Department of Public Works successfully employed 
the "lights on" technique in 1958 in a vehicular survey on a busy traffic 
circle in Rochester, with outstanding reliability of results and a minimum 


of interference with traffic.

Trenton, June 22 - Rudolf Meckel & Son, of Vineland, submitted the lowest 
bid received by the New Jersey State Highway Department today for widening and 
resurfacing a 2-mile section of East Landis Avenue in Vineland, Cumberland County. 

The firm's bid was $78,409.58. Other bidders were: Edward H. Ellis & Sons, 
Merchantville, $84,918.0h; Bancheri Construction Co., Hammonton, $89,876.80. 

The contract for the work will not be awarded before all bids are reviewed 
by Cumberland County and State Highway Department engineers. 


As part of the federal secondary road system all costs of the road improvement: 
will be shared equally by Cumberland County and the Federal Bureau of Public Roads. 
The State Highway Department acts for the federal agency in reviewing plans and 
specifications, receiving bids and awarding the contract, and providing inspection 
services throughout the construction period. 

The project limits are Brewster Road and the Atlantic-Cumberland County line. 
All work will be contained within the limits of existing right-of-way and is to be 
completed within 60 working days. 

Plans for the project call for adding three feet of main pavement base to 
each side of the existing 20-foot bituminous surfaced concrete road. The full 
26~foot width will then be surfaced with a layer of bituminous concrete 14 inches 
thick over the old roadway and 3 inches thick over the new base. 

New 7-foot wide bituminous treated gravel shoulders will flank the completed 
roadway and new storm drain facilities will be built. 

During the construction period provisions will be made for local traffic use, 
but through traffic will be diverted to other roads. At times some sections of 
the project may be closed to all traffic while construction operations are underway 
with traffic detoured.

During this period the bridges will open on signal only at half-hourly 
intervals, on the hour and half-hour, between 9 a.m. and 9 p.m, on Saturdays, 
Sundays, Memorial Day, Independence Day and Labor Day. 

On weekdays during the May 15-September 30 period the limited openings 
will be in effect between ) p.m. and 7 p.m. daily.

Trenton, June 29 - The New Jersey State Highway Department's new high- 
level bridge over the Cape May Canal in Upper Township, Cape May County, will 
start carrying Route U.S. 9 traffic late this Friday (July 1).

Trenton, June 30 = The State Highway Department will hold a public hearing 
July 15 on alignment of Interstate Route 78 from the Springfield-Union municipal 
line easterly to the New Jersey Turnpike at Newark Airport. 

The hearing is scheduled for 10:30 a.m. at the Mosque Theatre, Broad Street, 
Newark, It will cover a 7$-mile stretch of the new cross-state freeway that is to 
serve the same traffic corridor as present Route U.S. 22. 

Alignment studies to be presented by Department engineers involve portions 
of Union, Maplewood and Hillside in Union County, and Irvington and Newark in 
Hssex County. 

A single alignment proposal will be shown through Newark east of Shaw Avenue, 
but three possibilities and a locally advanced alternate will be outlined through 
the Irvington, Hillside, Maple and Union areas. 

Similar hearings have already covered more than 7 of the 68—-mile portion 
of the multi-lane interstate freeway that is to be built within New Jersey between 
the Delaware River, near Phillipsburg, and the Holland Tunnel. 

More than 15 miles of Route 78, consisting of 6 miles of completed new con- 
struction in Hunterdon and Warren County and the Turnpike's 9.3 mile Newark Bay 
Extension, is now in full time use. Another 5 miles of the route is under con- 
struction west of Clinton in Hunterdon County. 

The July 15 hearing will pave the way for proceeding with final planning of 


the route through the heavily populated eastern section of the state. 

According to a Highway Department spokesman the Mosque Theatre was chosen as 
the hearing site in order to assure comfortable seating accommodations for all who 
might wish to attend, good acoustical facilities, and sufficient space for dis- 
playing large maps and charts that will be used in explanation of the alignment 


proposals.

The principal map to be displayed, the spokesman said, will be 5h feet 
Jong and 10 feet high. It will be erected on the theatre stage. Similar exhibits 
were used by the Department at its March 31, 1959 hearing on the alignment of 
Interstate Route 280 (Essex East-West Freeway) through West Orange, Orange, East 
Orange and Newark, 

The three alignment plans between Springfield and Shaw Avenue, Newark, were 
publicly outlined by the Department late last March after having been reviewed 
in detail with the Mayors and other officials of Union, Maplewood, Hillside and 
Irvington, 

Proposed course of the freeway through Newark was made public about one 
year earlier following a conference between top officials of the Department and 
the city. 

According to the Department there have been no significant changes in either 
of the alignments or related statistics pertaining to costs, property displacement, 
and engineering features since then. 

Present planning for the route callsfor it to be 8 lanes wide between 
Springfield and the Garden State Parkway and have a single 36-foot wide center 
island, Between the Parkway and the proposed north-south connector at Norfolk 
Street, Newark, the route would be a 10-lane dual-dual facility. The center 
median would be 17 feet wide. Each half of the freeway would be split into three 
and two lane roadways separated by a 2h-foot mall. 

From Norfolk Street to the proposed turnpike and Route 1 interchange the 
basic roadway would be 8 lanes wide. 

Merging and diverging ramps and roadways in the interchange area will result 
in the facility having multiple roadways of two and four lanes each with a variable

Right of way width along the entire Springfield to Turnpike section will 
average approximately 300 feet except at interchange locations and areas where 
service roadways will be built to parallel the freeway. 

Exclusive of bridges that will be required for water crossings there will 
be approximately O structures required in the 74 mile stretch to provide for 
through passage of the freeway over or under local streets, highways, ramps and 
railroads. 

The Department estimates it will cost up to $65.6 million to build the 
| facility between Springfield and the Turnpike. Right of way costs through the 
same area may add another $31 million to the construction total. The Federal 
government will pay 90 percent of all costs and New Jersey the balance. 

Overall cost of the 68 mile long New Jersey (Holland Tunnel to Phillipsburg) 
section of Interstate Route 78 has been estimated by the Highway Department at 
$388.5 million. Early last year, as the result of a special study made by the 
Department, cost of the 39-mile section between Annandale and the Turnpike was 
estimated at $183 million. 

The same report showed that conversion of existing Route U.S. 22 within 
this same distance to a freeway capable of accommodating the same anticipated 
traffic volumes would cost as much as $253 million. This would be more than 
$70 million greater than building on new alignment and would require virtual 
elimination of all business properties now fronting on at least one side of 
Route 22 between Newark and Annandale. 

The proposed alignment studies to be presented at the July 15 hearing 
were described by the Department as follows:

The common alignment to be followed between Shaw Avenue and the Turnpike 
would pass under Shaw Avenue on a curvature between Leslie and Dewey Streets, 
under Nye and Clinton at their intersection then under Osborne Terrace between 
Nye and Hawthorne Avenue, under Bergen Street on the north side of Watson 
Avenue, over Elizabeth Avenue at Watson and over Frelinghuysen Avenue. The 
freeway would cross over the railroad tracks along the northerly side of the 
U.S. 22 viaduct passing under the Route 21 viaduct and then paralleling the 
north side of Route 1 at the airport before passing under Route 1 to reach the 


Turnpike toll booths.

Roadside Delineators. 


Trenton, July 1 - Bids on the installation of reflective roadside delineators 
along 1h miles of Interstate Routes 78 and 80 will be received by the State Highway 
Department on July 21. 

More than 1,600 of the white and amber reflectors are to be installed on 
h~foot high steel posts as an extra safety measure that is in addition to the 
standard road-edge warning provided by the Highway Department in striping the 
outer edges of roadways with reflective white painted lines. 

Portions of Interstate Route 78 included in the proposed contract include the 
-mile section between Still Valley and Bloomsbury, in Warren and Hunterdon 
Counties, and the 2-mile section at Clinton, Hunterdon County. Both freeway 
sections are in use, 

The Route 80 section included in the contract extends 8 miles westerly from 
Denville to Mt. Arlington, both in Morris County. Half of this distance from 
Denville to a connection with Route 15, has been open to traffic use since last 
Pak, 

Bidders on the contract will be permitted to submit their bids on either of 
two alternate types of delineators. One design calls for a h-inch wide and 5-inch 
high rectangular plastic reflector. The other is a round plastic reflector 
3 inches in diameter. 

Along straightaways the delineator posts will be spaced 200 feet apart, 
with a single white reflector fixed on each post. On acceleration and deceleration 
lanes approaching and leaving ramps, the posts will be 100 feet apart and carry 
two amber reflectors. Along ramp edges double amber reflectors will be mounted 
on posts spaced 50 feet apart.

The end of each acceleration lane will be marked by triple red reflectors 
on the steel post mounting. 

Posts will be set two feet back of curbs and four feet back of the shoulder 
edge where no curbs exist. On bridges the delineators will be mounted atop the 
bridge railing. 

Installation of all reflectors is to be completed within 15 working days 


after the contract is executed.

Trenton, July 6 - The New Jersey State Highway Department will receive 
sealed competitive bids July 28 on a contract for resurfacing a 5-mile section 
of N. J. Route 23 in Passaic and Essex Counties. 

The existing 0-foot wide concrete pavement will be covered with a 3-inch 
layer of bituminous concrete from Wayne Township southerly to Claremont Avenue, 
Verona. The wrk area will also include portions of Cedar Grove and Little 
Falls. 

The resurfacing will extend from curb to curb throughout the 5-mile 
stretch and in some locations new roadway base will be constructed in existing 
three and five-foot wide shoulder areas before the new surface is placed. 

Plans for the project call for the construction of over 3.5 miles of 
new concrete curbs and several intersections will be modified to permit easier 
and safer turning movements. Some new storm drainage facilities will be 
installed. 

Highway traffic will be carried through the work area during the entire 
70 working day period that is estimated will be necessary to complete the

Trenton, July 7 - The lowest bids received today by the New Jersey State 
Highway Department on two contracts for Interstate Route 95 construction 
in the Overpeck Creek meadow area of eastern Bergen County totaled over $7.6 
million. 

On the largest contract, for the installation of over ) million feet of 
sand drains to stabilize a one mile stretch of meadow area, the low bid was 
6,802,786. It was submitted by George M. Brewster & Son of Bogota. 

Other bids on this project were: Hagan Industries, Elmhurst Contracting 
Division, Corona, Long Island, N.Y., $6,99,286.30; S. J. Groves and Sons, 
Woodbridge, 38,533,462.60, A fourth bidder, J. Rich Steers, Inc., New York, 
was disqualified for failure to meet standard bid prequalification requirements 
of the Department, 

The companion Route 95 project bid on today drew four bids, the lowest of 
which totaled 837,000.82 and was submitted by the American Dredging Company, 
Philadelphia, This project calls for removing 1.3 million cubic yards of 
unsuitable materials from a former sanitary landfill area near Teaneck Road. 

Other bidders on this contract were: George M. Brewster & Sons, Inc., 
Bogota, $1,175,162.0h; Brann & Stuart Co., Trenton, $1,241,013.8h; Peter W, 
Kero, Carlstadt, $1,371,717.lb. 

All bids on each contract will be reviewed by State and Federal Highway 


engineers before the contracts are awarded.

The sand drain construction area includes portions of Teaneck, Englewood, 
and Leonia. The work is to be completed on or before May 12, 1961. 

In the sand drain method of stabilization a h-foot thick layer of sand 
is spread on the meadow surface. Columns of sand 20 inches across and up 
to 130 feet long will be punched to firm bottom through the muck that underlies 
the marshland surface crust. These sand columns will be located in staggered 
rows seven and eight feet apart. 

An overload of earth is then spread on the sand layer. The added weight 
compresses the underlying muck and forces the water it contains up the sand 
columns to the sand blanket, then out of the embankment area through the 
exposed edges of the blanket. 

The sand drains to be installed in this project will average about 80 
feet in length. Many will run up to 130 feet in length and comprise the 
longest yet used in highway construction in New Jersey, 

According to a Highway Department spokesman the sand drain method permits 
early stabilization of areas comprised of Geacariae material too unstable 
to depend on and of such depths that the cost of their excavation would be 


prohibitive. 


Previous sand drain installations have been made at several locations within 
the State by the Highway Department. Principal locations include the New Jersey 
Turnpike base in the vicinity of the Rahway River, the Interstate Route 80S 


approaches to the Walt Whitman Bridge in Gloucester City, the Route h2 Freeway 
at its crossing of the Turnpike in Camden County, and the Route 35 crossing of 


the Manasquan River between Monmouth and Ocean Counties. 

The companion project, for removal of unsuitable materials from the former 
sanitary land fill area between Teaneck Creek and Teaneck Road, covers an 
irregularly shaped excavation area about 2,00 feet long and from 00 to 1,100

Within this area the materials range up to 5 feet in depth. They will be 
removed to firm bottom. The excavated materials will be disposed of by the 
contractor outside the proposed freeway limits. An 8 to 10 foot thick top layer 
consists of materials used in the sanitary land fill, the remainder is comprised 
of marshland root-mat and muck. 

All of the work of this contract is to be completed by April 1, 1961. 

The two projects are part of a series of construction contracts that are 
to be let within the next several months for completion of the Interstate Route 95 
and 80 portions of the Bergen-Passaic Expressway that will connect the George 


Washington Bridge and Route 17 to the west and the New Jersey Turnpike to the south, 


A $1.5 million contract for construction of two overpass bridges and 
relocation of Flat Rock Brook, in Englewood and Leonia, as part of the over- 
all project is now pending award by the Highway Department. 

Total cost of the overall 6-mile long project is estimated at $O5.3 
million, The State Highway Department is aiming for completion to be coin- 
cident with that of the George Washington Bridge double-decking which is 
planned for mid-1962. 

Interstate Route 95 and Interstate Route 80 are both freeways coming 
under the 1,000 mile network of Interstate routes linking major metropolitan 
areas in contiguous United States. Ninety per cent of all costs will be paid 
by the Federal Government. 

T-95 will begin in New Jersey at the George Washington Bridge and proceed 
westerly to Teaneck Road where it will swing south, leaving the State at 
Trenton. Nationally it will extend from Holton, Maine, to Miam. 

T-80 will start just east of Teaneck Road and be continuous across the 
country to San Francisco, California. It Will leave New Jersey at the Delaware 


Water Gap. The easterly section is known as the Bergen - Passaic Expressway.

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The State Highway Department has allocated $0 million in its 1959-60 
fiscal program for construction of the Bergen-Passaic Expressway I-95 and I-80 
sections between the George Washington Bridge approaches and N. J. Route 17. 
In addition, $16 million has been allocated for purchase of necessary right of 
way in this area. The freeway, up to 10 lanes wide, will follow a normal 


right of way width of 300 feet. 
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
